New York ladies. A surprising num- 
ber of ladies of wealth as Avell as of 
moderate means,Expressed their desire 
to join. A dozen ladies met to talk the 
matter over more formally. At this 
time the matter had awakened more 
interest than the ladies concerned had 
imagined. Published statements had 
spread the news of it. Letters poured 
into the homes of the ladies hundreds 
at a time, and much confidence was 
felt in the success of the scheme. The 
ladies interested, who had said that 
they would be glad to come forward 
and give their money,generally under- 
stood that it was a purely "philan- 
thropic undertaking. 


The chief object of the scheme here, 


as generally understood by many 
was to reduce the price of dress-mak- 
ing, millinery, aud children's apparel.

stores could be much decrcased,|but 
it is believed that dress fabrics could 
certainly be sold at nearly cost price. 
The milliners and dressmakers have 
prices in their own hands to-day. 


The meeting at whicn the project 


of organizing was formally announced 
was an allair of larger dimensions 
than was expected. The thirty ladies 
who were expect Id to attend increased 
to tATo hundred, to say nothing of 
seven reporters. 
The publicity of the 


undertaking gave rise lo timidity, and 
when the plan of organization was 
divulged by Miss Kate Fiel.l one hun- 
dred aud sixty of the ladies decided 
to retire, iiiss Field had selected the 
trustees of the institution, and they 
were to be the founders. These gen- 
tlemen included some of New York's 
most prominent citizens. 
A stock 


broker, already appointed, vras to take 
r.harge of the bu-diies-i details accord- 
ing to this plan, and it was proposed 
that the ladies present should buy the 
stock and become members of the as- 
sociation. The capital stock Avas to 
be$225,000. Twelve per centum on 
the capital stock for the first year 
would defray the running expenses, 
and a small percentage ofprolit would 
fall into the hands of the first stock 
buyers. The capital stock was to be 
doubled the second yc'ir.

of the lighthouse-keeper at Scituate, 
played a part in the Revolutionary 
period as noteworthy as Barbara Freit- 
che.

drnm victory over an English blockade 
in Scituate harbor. Two American ves- 
sels were coming into the harbor laden 
with flour. ' As it was shallow, the rn.in- 
of-war was afraid to venture, and nKoiued 
two boats to pursue them. They Avere 
fast gaining] on them Avhen seeiTby Re- 
becca and Abbie Bates, AV!K n going out 
to pick up cffips to boil the tea-kettle 
for the evening meal. The place was 
under the protection of "Home gnat-dp," 
Avho, not apprehending any danger, were 
pu a forage in a huckleberry patch. 
The girls had become familiar with am- 
munition and military music. Perceiv- 
ing the danger, one of thp sisters pro- 
posed to face the enemv with guns' but, 
quickly taking iu the fearful odds, had 
recourse to a stratagem. They fled to a 
side of the lighthouse, so as to be con- 
cealed from tho enemy, and one of them 
in stentorian tones called the roll. In an 
instant after Rebecca struck a martial 
air on the fife, and Abbie hammered on 
the drum lustily. The music reached 
the British, a Hag Avas hoisted, and the 
tAvo boats Avhecled about, and in the act 
a seaman fell overboard, but was seized, 
neck and heels, and hauled in. The 
music also alarmed the absent guards. 
who returned in Itiine to raise tumultu- 
ous cheers as tlid enemy were departing, 
the ladies playing "Yankee Doodle." 
These two sisters never married, al- 
though they had several proposals. 


They were very industrious and could

Their father died Avhen very aged, and 
their mother at 87, and their paternal 
grandfather at more than 100.

Hints to the ConsnmptiTc. 


The diet of the consumptive should be 


simple and nutritious ; very strict rules 
as to special articles of diet are uncalled 
for, unless the stomach should have ex- 
hibited unusual signs of imperfect pow- 
er. Meat should be taken once or twice 
a day, with a good allowance of fat. Pish 
is nutritious, -especially oysters. 
Milk 


is very nutritious, and two or three pints 
may be taken jn the course of the'day. 
At the Hospital for Consumption at 
Brompton many of the patients have a 
glass of mm and milk the first thing in 
the morning, before breakfast, to help 
them to dress, and 'undoubtedly it often, 
does good. Asses' milk maybe taken 
when ordinary milk disagrees. 
Another 


favorite prescription is fat bacon for 
breakfast. Sn'gar is veiy fattening, and 
there'is no objection to faking it eA-cn in 
considerable quantities. 
A moderate 


allowance of wine or spirits is adA'isable, 
but it should be taken -with caution Avhen 
it flushes the face or quickens the pulse. 
Moderate and freoueut exercise in the 
open air is essential. We do know that 
now and again it is very essential to 
"change the air ;" but AVC consider tliat 
to do that with any chance of advantage 
it is necessary to go far afield ; and we 
think also that such change of the air is 
only needful Avhen sickness of the body 
has come upon us, or when it threatens 
to come. When nothing else can be 
done,.sitting out iu the open air should 
always be insisted on—in a garden, on a 
balcony, or even at an open window. 
Anything is better than remaining shut 
up in the same room from morning to 
night. 
We heard of a man who, on be- 


ing told that riding was beneficial, liired 
a horse and galloped about till he waa 
so exhausted that he did not recover for 
a fortnight. Exercise bhould be carried 
to a point short of producing fatigue. 
In ordinary cases of consumption there 
is not the slightest occasion for the pa- 
tient to keep his room, but still it is 
very important that the sleeping apart- 
ment should be. properly ventilated. 
The great'thing is to get as much pure 
air as possible consistent with warmth 
and tho absence of draughts. Only a 
moderate temperature should be permit- 
ted, so that when in bed the patient 
does not feel cold. In summer, good 
ventilation should be secured by letting 
down the windows for an inch or so at 
the top. At the Hospital for Consump- 
tion at Brompton the wards and galleries 
are kept, winter and summer, at a uni- 
form temperature of a little over GO deg. 
The policy of this system is open to 
question, and, in the'opinion of many 
competent judges, the, patients wouki 
do bo,tter if the temperature were con- 
siderably reduced.— Family J'liysiuian.

The Small Days of Chicago. 


New York and B<}stpn, about 250 


years old, have respectively 1,000,000 
and 350,000 inhabitants. 
Chicago made 


up her half million inj little over forty 
years. In New York | and Boston one 
sees the graves of eight generations, and 
the relics of colonial times. In Chicago 
Mr. Gurdon S. Hubbard is now living, 
an active man, 78 years of age (and 
looking 60), who came llo the spot when 
there were but two houses there. 


The site of this great city, a favorite 


one with the Indians, was early visited 
by some of those cplendjd old "pioneers 
of France in the New World," who have 
been made famous in this generation by 
the pen of that accomplished and genial 
historian, Mr. Parkmajn.
